The city must make prompt arrangements this 


spring either to purchase an asphalt repair plant 
or to enter into a contract with some concern for 
putting many miles oL' Fort "\Vaync streets in condi- 
tion. Conditions that have been carried over un- 
attended to will be found much worse than they 
>vere last year, and the state of the asphalt pave- 
ments before winter set in was such as to cause 
'deep misgiving in Ilio minds of the property-owners 
•who have paid for them. There are many streets 
'that can he saved only by prompt attention. The 
[work of putting these streets in repair will be ex- 
pensive at best, and the longer repairs are put oft' 
;the heavier will be the cost of them. We believe 
jthat with Fort Wayne's now great mileage of 
asphalt the city will find economy in operating its 
town repair plant. That is a proposition that ought 
to be investigated by' the board of works, and one 
upon which a decision should be reached at no very 
'distant day. Jhere is no improvement which de- 
teriorates so rapidly under neglect as asphalt pave- 
ment, once it has been breached and begins to wear 
but. Hundreds of thousands of dollars of the peo- 
ple's money will go to waste if this repair work is 
uot taken up and prosecuted systematically until 
all the streets are put into proper condition.

A THREADED NEEDLECASE. 


The woman who travels will appre- 


ciate a needlecase all ready equipped 
with threaded needles.

Christie through the courtesy of John 
Emig, industrial agent of tho Big Four 
railroad in Cincinnati, will carry ex- 
hibits comprising photographs, fertil- 
izers', seeds, model poultry houses, etc.

Purdue'.

preacher, has been taught and found 
wanting. 


"Apostle" Rearbone, who first "saw 


the light" in Chicago, after he had in- 
advertently taken unto himself a human 
soulmate and reared a family of three 
children that had every indication of 
being of the flesh rather than of the 
spirit, attempted to introduce the new 
religious faith in Denver a few weeks 
ago. 
His efforts met with dismal fail- 


ure. 
And now the apostle, with seven 


converts who followed him here fronj 
Chicago, and a half dozen from Denver, 
has departed for Portland, Ore., in the 
hope of finding there a more fruitful 
field. 


The tenets of the celibate's faith has 


a tendency to put Cupid out of business 
and 'to return Reno to the class of desert 
flag stations. It promises to undo the 
work of the little winged god without ] 
tha aid of the. elastic divorce laws of 
the Sagebrush state. 


Rearbone first preached his doctrine at 


the Igoe mission. His gospel called upon 
husbands and fathers to leave their 
wives and children, and wives and moth- 
ers to follow in the same path of family 
desertion—to await the arrival of and 
marriage with the Lord. Tho coming of 
the Lord, it was announced, "is at hand." 


"Rearbone gained entrance to the mis- 


sion on the pretext that he wanted to 
start a Bible class," said one nf tho at- 
taches of .the mission. "But when he 
started to preach. his doctrine Brother 
Tgoe showed him tlyi real 
light, and 


showed it to him so hard that he picked 
up and leftl But we had a lively time 
for a while, and when ho did pick up 
and go he took with him six of our mis- 
sinn people. They all went tn Portland." 


Rearbone, according to members of the 


Igoe mission, deserted a wife and three 
children in Chicago when.he left for Den- 
ver to found a new colony here. He was 
followed first by a woman, who was said 
;o have deserted her husband to become 
Rearbonc's disciple, and later by five 
other men and women, who likewise left 
nisbands, wives and families in the 
Illinois city. ' There were no family de- 
sertions among the five converts who 
joined the little flock in Denver and went 
to Portland, according to the mission 
leaders here. 


R&trbone was a name assumed by the 


"apostle" when he left Chicago, where 
he was well known socially and finan- 
cially, it is said.

Decker, the "whispering girl." She is 
permitted to see no one but physicians 
and nurses, and they visit her room in- 
frequently. 


Miss Decker's affliction, the physicians 


say, is purely psychic, and the object in 
sending her to a solitary room was to 
remove her from the profuse but mis- 
directed sympathy expressed by other 
patients in the open wards. Until she 
was isolated she constantly heard such 
remarks as, "Poor girl! She has lost 
her voice. She is dumb." The effect of 
this, says Dr. A. H. Sewing,' resident 
physician, wa's to; impress more firmly 
on'her mind the delusion that her vocal 
organs had lost their power for good. 


It is hoped by her medical attendants 


that Miss Decker finally will decide that 
it is better to talk than to sit all day 
in a lonely room with no companions 
but books and newspapers. 
. For more-than four weeks Miss Decker 
has been unable to speak 
except 
in 


harsh or low and monotonous shrill 
whispers, and her affliction, diagnosed 
as 'aphonia hysteria," has attracted the 
attention of the entire hospital staff- 
Careful examination 
by a specialist 


proved that her throat and vocal organs 
arc not affected in any war. but all 
methods yet employed to dispel the 
tcria have been of no avail. 


The physicians first tried the plan of 


having Miss Decker piny with children 
at the hospital, in tho hope that a mo- 
ment of enthusiasm would prompt her 
to cry out and discover that she could 
speak aloud. No sucli result, was ob- 
tained, however.'

girl's mother, wjio resides at Springfield..
